Hardly a summer passes without the chief of 
police and the newspapers | g cause to warn 
people against the danger of allowing children 
to play along the river banks and the danger of 
swimming in that stream or boating upon it.

Ip a tfagedy that has cesta life and brought sor-| 
row into a city hom: 

The Saskatchewan is a comparatively narrow 
gtream and is known to be shallow. On that ae- 
count the danger of drowning in it is under-esti- 
mated. Those, in fact, are the very characteris- 
ties which make the danger real. Children gen- 
erally keep away from a broad stretch of water 
which they know to be deep. And a stream of 
that kind is usually safe for swimming and 
boating. Because the Saskatchewan looks more 
or less like a creek, young and old are tempted 
to treat it as such. 

But while it is narrow and 
eurrent is swift. Because its 
there are sand bars and mud bars and gravel} 
bars which deflect the swiftly flowing water and| 
cause eddies and swirls and cross-currents and 
undertows. The person who falls into a stream| 
of that kind with his clothes on must have a cool | 
head and be a good swimmer if he is to have a) 
reasonable chance of getting out alive. In the 
ease of a child, rescue must be almost instant or

There is probably no more treacherous stream 
in all Canada than the Saskatchewan, unless it be 
Gome one of the other similar rivers which also!
